The Fresno, Cal., Repuliean says

In Denver, Colo., the U. S. Circuit

The Victoria Times says that the 
canners and fishermen have experi¬ 
enced the worst summer on record in 
lower British Columbian waters, and 
that the combined Cohoe salmon pack- 
does not total 40,000 cases.

present. All of the second lloor of the 
Astoria portion of the hotel was util¬ 
ized for the dinner.

In concluding a speech General 
Miles said; 

We are ascending to a clearer atmos¬ 
phere, up to a higher mesa, where we 
should take a stronger position than ever 
before occupied by our Government 
and people. We cannot longer confine 
ourselves to the narrow limits that 
governed us in the past. Much has 
been said of what has been the ruling 
policy of the poeple. This much, I 
think, is apparent to all: That the 
grave responsibilities of the nation are 
too great to be contaminated by per¬ 
sonal, partisan or sectional interests. 
Our interests are national in the high¬ 
est degree. They embrace two hemis¬ 
pheres. They involve the welfare of a 
iiundred millions of the human race. 
We are getting to that time when we 
will require not only the ablest men, 
hut many of them in every department, 
to protect and administer the affairs of 
the nation.

Soldier Vote to Decide. 

Topeka (Kas.)—In a great many 
counties of this State it w ill require 
the official count and the soldiers’ vote 
to decide the result on some of the 
county officers. For insance, in Leaven¬ 
worth county F. B. Dawes received a 
majority of one for member of the Leg¬ 
islature. In Franklin county Peter 
Kaiser, Republican candidate for Pro¬ 
bate Judge, received a majority of 
three. Miss Mabel Martin, the Popu¬ 
list candidate for County Superintend¬ 
ent, in Saline county, received a ma¬ 
jority of four. 

All these counties have a company 
or part of a company with the Twen¬ 
tieth Kansas Regiment, now on the 
Pacific ooean, and the vote of these 
soldiers may make a considerable 
change when received. There are 
numerous instances in other counties 
where the result liaqgs on a few votes 
in either the Twentieth or Twenty- 
third Regiments. 


Concessions to Americans* 

City of Mexico.—Congress has re¬ 
ceived a new bill from the Department 
of Encouragement of great interest to 
American investors in Mexico. It is in 
substance the same as the present law 
regulating special privileges to new 
companies and provides for granting 
franchises for from five to ten years, 
according to the importance of the bus¬ 
iness and the capital invested. 

It is provided that companies organ¬ 
ized under this law shall be relieved 
from Federal taxation during the life 
of the privilege, and that the material 
required in new industries shall be 
imported free of duty. The old law 
made $250,000 the minimum amount 
of capital required to enjoy these im¬ 
munities, but the new law reduces the 
amount to $100,000. 


and a portion of the harness required 
for 600,000 men. Such guns and car¬ 
riages cannot bo turned out. in large 
numbers until about six months after 
initiating the work.” 

For equipping an army with small 
arms, he thinks there should be a sup¬ 
ply of 100,000 on hand of any new arm 
and the arsenals kept in condit ion to 
produce 2500 |K?r day. 

An interesting feature of the report 
is that, which treats of coast defenses. 
The General says: “Attention is espec¬ 
ially invited to the experience of the 
last few months in attempting to pro¬ 
vide quickly a coast defense. It is be¬ 
lieved to ho impracticable, and we 
willl always 1)6 forced in an emergency 
to rely upon what has been provided 
in time of peace. I think it fair to 
1 state, though not in the way of com¬ 
plaint, that this has been urged on 
Congress for the past ten years. 

“The situation is very simple. A 
plan has been adopted for providing a 
complete coast defense. With the 
present facilities of the department 
this work can be carried on economi¬ 
cally and in the most efficient manner 
in such a way as to complete the 
present plan in about seven years. 
Estimates ought to he submitted each 
year for so much of the work as the 
facilities for its production will permit. 
It rests witli Congress to determine 
how much of the work can he pro¬ 
vided for each year consistently with 
the resources of the country. But the 
work cannot progress faster than the 
appropriations provide for. It is prob¬ 
able that there must be added to the 
plans and estimates for the coast de¬ 
fense some provisions for the defense 
of added possessions.” 

General Flagler does not claim for 
the forty-five caliber Springfield rifle 
an equality with the new thirty-caliber 
magazine rifle of the Army, hut says 
that it is a very good arm and possesses 
many merits. This feature lias hereto¬ 
fore been commented upon in discus¬ 
sion of small arms used during the war. 
The machinery for the manufacture of 
small-arm ammunition was none the 
best, yet the department turned out 
90,000,000 rounds for the war. For 
years past, the rejiort states, the appro¬ 
priations for equipments of infantry, 
cavalry, artillery and horses have been 
barely sufficient to meet the consump¬ 
tion of the regular Army, and, al¬ 
though there were buildings, there was 
not machinery with which to manufac¬ 
ture these supplies. It was not possible 
to fill requisitions for the volunteer 
troops when made. 

Details are given of what was done 
to rapidly increase the eoast defenses 
when the war began. He calls atten¬ 
tion to the fact that Congress has 
never appropriated what was asked for 
powder and projectiles, and in conse¬ 
quence tiie supply at the beginning of 
the war was inadequate, and he gives 
some instances of the work done by 
the department to make good the de¬ 
ficiency.

length sixty meters (106 feet 10 Inches), 
while the estimated cost ls 1,400,000 
francs. An equatorial mounting and 
dome for such a gigantic instrument 
may well be considered impracticable, 
and accordingly tlie telescope itself will 
be rigidly fixed In a horizontal position 
on supports of masonry, aud will re¬ 
ceive the light of tlie heavenly bodies 
after reflection from a movable plane 
mirror two meters in diameter. The 
plane mirror ls thirteen inches thick 
and weighs 3,600 kilogrammes, and It 
ls curious that of twelve disks cast for 
the purpose, the first one turned out to 
be the best. This has been in process 
of grinding for seven months, and is 
not yet finished. 

There will be two objectives, one pho¬ 
tographic and one visual, which will 
be easily Intel-changeable at will. It 
Is expected that a magnifying power of 
6,000 will be usefully employed, and 
that occasionally a power of 10,000 may 
be used. As the highest power availa¬ 
ble in the largest existing telescope does| 
not exceed 4,000, the new instrument^ 
if it be the success that everyone will] 
wish, should have a wide field of use- 1 
fulness.—Nature.

CHESS CLOCKS. 

There Are Specially rnnstrneteil 
One* I'mmI In the Game. 

Hourglasses or sand glasses wore for¬ 
merly used for the purpose of measuring 
time at chess matches, but now special 
Jy constructed clocks are in general use 
for this purpose. These clocks consist of 
two clocks, mounted on n common base, 
which moves on a pivot, the two clocks 
therefore being on the arms of a sort of 
seesaw. Tho beam or base is so con- j 
etructod that when one clock is elevated 1 
it stands perfectly perpendicular, while 
the depressed clock lies over at an an- : 
gle, but as the mechanism of each clock 
is so constructed that it only moves 
when the clock is perfectly perpendicu¬ 
lar it follows that when the upright 
clock is going tho depressed clock is at 
rest. 

Another and more modern variety has 
the two clocks fixed on the same level, | 
but with a small brass arm reaching 
from the top of one to the top of the 
other. This arm acts on a pivot and can 
bo brought down into actual contact 
with one clock at a tiino by a touch of 
the finger. When it is thus in contact, ; 
by an ingenious device the clock is stop¬ 
ped and tho desired result is attained. 
The working of tho clock during a 
match is simplicity itself. At the com¬ 
mencement of the match the hands of ' 
each clock point to 13. Then at the call 1 
of “time to commence play,” the clock ' 
of tho first player is started; then, as 
soon as he makes his first move, he stops 
his own clock, either by depressing it 
or by touching the arm referred to, tho 1 
earno motion starting his opponent’s 1 
clock. So it goes on curing the entire ' 
course of the game, each move being '• 
marked by the stopping of one clock and 1 
the starting of the other.—Leisure 1

WHAT A HEALTHY SNAKE EATS. 

lion in Cincinnati Zoo Dines on un 
Eighteen-Found Dos-. 

Among the many interesting animals 
at the zoological gardens Is the large 
tree boa, occupying tlie glass cage tc 
the left as you enter the carnivora 
building. This Is one of the finest speci¬ 
mens in the United States. This spe¬ 
cies of snake Is very scarce and difficult 
to capture. It was sent to the gardens 
about n year ago from South America, 
where it was captured by some of the 
natives. It had just fed on a deer, and 
was found lying dormant In the woods. 
The boa Is said to be about thirty-five 
or forty years old, Is twenty-three feet 
long, and weighs 190 pounds. 

Superintendent Stephan of the gar¬ 
dens, showing the snake to a reporter 
the other day, said: “He has just had 
his dinner, and seems to be quite com- | 
fortable. He usually feeds every three 1 
or four weeks, and then I have a hard j 
time to make him eat. You see, boas 
feed mostly on live animals, and It Is 
difficult to keep them on any other , 
food. It is against their nature to eat ! 
beef or dead animals. 

“The humane society objects to the 
fowling of live animals to reptiles, and I 
hence, In compliance with its rules, 1 
put each animal to death before feed¬ 
ing the same to tlie snakes. This l>oa 
had not been fed for seven weeks, and 
I thought ho must be quite hungry. So 
we decided to let hint feed on a pug 
dog that we happened to have at the 
gardens. 

“Some time ago a woman came to 
me with a pet dog. He was afflicted 
with some kind of a disease, and was 
getting blind. She bated to part with 
her pet. but.as she bad been informed 
by several people that there was no 
hope for the animal she decided to let ' 
the humane society end his suffering. 

1 said 1 would take care of him and see 
that the animal was put to death im¬ 
mediately. The dog was put In an air¬ 
tight box filled with gas, so as to suf¬ 
focate him. In a few seconds lie was 
no more. This Is what our boa has 
just dined on. I put the dog In the cage 
Immediately, and the snake, having a 
good appetite, made a start for it. The 
dog made quite a square meal, weigh¬ 
ing about eighteen pounds. Having 
feasted, the bon curled himself up Into 
a nice coil and took a long nap. Tills 
will do him for some time, until we find i 
some new menu for him.”—Cincinnati !

“FOUR-TUNE” CARPET. 

A Plirase Usel In Japan Where Weav¬ 
ing Is Set to Music. 

At Sakai, about half a dozen miles 
from Osaka, and some other towns in 
Japan, where carpets, rugs and fabrics 
of the same class are manufactured, 
there are no large carpet factories, but 
hand looms may be seen in nearly every 
house. Thu weaving is set to music. 
The children are taught to sing a sort 
of nonsense verse to a certain tune, the 
Superintendent or head worker leading, 
and that air means a certain pattern, 
the deft fingers of the little workers 
rhythmically following the notes. At 
the right moment the woman in charge 
of a loom hums a new tune, and the lit- 


fO PUT OUT FIRES, 

New Extinguisher Which la Salt! to 
Be Something of a Novelty. 

This fire extinguisher belongs to that 
class in which a tank or reservoir Is 
partially filled with a solution of sodium 
bicarbonate, into which are precipitated 
the couteuts of a bottle containing sul¬ 
phuric acid, the resulting gas being used 
to extinguish the fire, says the Scientific 
American. Fig. 1 shows the tank pro¬ 
vided with the usual discharge pipe, 
having a uozzle of any desired construc¬ 
tion. Tlie tank is provided with a screw 
closure having a circular wall covered 
by a screw cap. Secured to the lower 
side of the closure and projecting Into 
the tank is a yoke, shown in detail in 
Fig. 2. A glass bottle containing sul¬ 
phuric acid is held by this yoke so that 
the cork presses against the cover. 
Within the cover a lever Is fulerumed 
and connected by means of a rod with a 
lever having at its free end a hamnier- 
llke formation adapted to bear against v 
the bottom of the bottle. The latter 
lever Is fulerumed on an arm carrying 
a pan, the perforated bottom of which 
lies just above the solution of sodium 
bicarbonate. 

When it is desired to use the extin¬ 
guisher, the screw-cap is removed, aud 
the lever pressed downwardly. This 
tiperatiou causes the hammer to be forc¬ 
ibly driven against tlie bottom of the 
bottle, tints breaking the glass and caus¬ 
ing tlie sulphuric acid to fall upon the 
pan, whereby the add Is sprayed into 
the soda solution. The resulting gas is

quickly change the pattern to suit the 
music.

earns about a penny in that time. Three ’ 
of them (‘an, if expert hands, complete 
un ordinary rug, say six feet by three 
feet, and made of colored hemp or wool¬ 
en yarns, in a day. A silk rug of the 
same dimensions, however, would occu¬ 
py the same workers for from 80 to 100 
days.
